A lack of communications seems to 
be the main factor in a delay in starting

The city’s paramedic emergency 
service teams were set to begin 
operating life-saying ambulance 
equipment Tuesday, but those plans 
were stalled when the city broke off 
hegotiations with Firefighters Local 
253, which represents the paramedics 
and EMTS, as well as the firefighters. 
Assistant Fire Chief George Smolich, 
director of the paramedic program, 
called the delay “tragic and a 
travesty.”” Smolich said emergency 
medical technicians trained to use 
paramedic equipment ‘‘feel and know” 
they can do ‘‘a lot more,” if the 
paramedic equipment is put into use. 
Smolich’said it is difficult, to say for 
certain that lives could have been saved 
in the past, had paramedic’ equipment, 
sitting in|storage at the firehouse, been

As Granite City downtown shops

Some Christmas .toys 
may endanger the eyes 


“Christmas toys carrying 
Warious safety claims still 
an damage children’s eyes 
and May even cause blind- 
ness,"” warns Dr. Jim 
‘McQuiston, -a Highland 
Opometrist and 
Spokesperson for the Illinois 
Optometric Association 
(IQA). 

“Toymakers are con- 
gerned with product safety,” 
Says Dr. McQuiston “but we 
have found toys in the stores 
that can severely injure the 
eyes. Some of them have 
safety claims on the box, 
Such as ‘safety tested’ or an 
assurance that they meet 
federal safety standards. 
‘These toys might be safe for 
all all parts of the body, except 

the eyes.” 

+ Asurvey by the IOA led to 
‘the warning of toys offered 
this season that are 
“pbtentially dnagerous for 
the eyes."

When heating fuel was:less 
expensive, Americans 
thought nothing of pushing 
up the thermostat and 
flooding their entire home 
with warmth ona cold winter 
day 

‘Those days went the way 
ofthe’ V-8 car. Many 
Americans are now working 
toreduce skyrocketing home 
fuel bills by heating only 
occupied rooms. 

A number of devices, 
ranging from woodstoves to 
‘portable electric: and 
kerosene .heaters ‘are

_ growing’ popularity due to

If used correctly, the 
heaters pose only a limited 
vhazard. The danger comes 
ifrom improper or careless 
use,” says Erwin Fuller, 
superintendent of fire 
protection engineering at 
Aetna Life & Casualty 
“Broper use and main- 
tenance are imperative; the 
heaters require constant 
attention by sdémeone 
. thoroughly familiar with 
them and their use.” 

According to Fuller, it is 
‘eSsential, that kerosene 
heater operators never use 

_ apy fuel other than kerosene 
and that the heaters be 
placed at least three feet 
from furniture and other 
, combustible materials. 

- Other tips from Eetna’s 
Fuller include —Discussing 
the size of the room to heat: 
and selecting the properly- 
sized unit. Have a 
salesperson demonstrate 
how to use it, he suggests. 

—Check with the local fire 
marshal and building in- 
spector regarding the use of 
the hgaters and the storage 
of kerosene, he also 
suggested. 

=-Consider placing a 
noncombustible barrier 
around the heater to keep 
children and pets away from 
the hot surfaces. Always 
have good ventilation where 
the heater is used. Provide 
adequate air flow through 
the area for combustion and 
the safe femoval of the 
poisonous gases produced by 
the heater, he says.

Keep yule tree moist 


By RONALDCORNWELL

A fresh Christmas tree will 
remain fresh and fragrant 
through the Christms 
season, if you take care of it. 
A dired-out tree will become 
@ fire. hazard in a. short 
period of time. 
To insure a fresh tree, cut 
* your own Christmas tree 
from a local tree farm, If-you 


* cannot do this, purchase a 


tree as early as possible to 
insure greater freshness. 

A fresh tree has certain 
basic characteristics. The 
needles should be pliant and 
firmly attached to the twigs. 
Tf the needles are brittle and 
tend to snap or shatter when 
bent between the fingers, the 
tree is probably quite dry. If 
any quantity of* green 
+ needles fall when the tree is , 
shaken or’bumped lightly on 
the ground, it’s an indication 
the tree is dry. 

After bringing a purchased 
tree,home, cut off 1 or 1% 
inchty from the butt and 
promptly stand the tree in a 
ail of fresh water. Store the 
teee in a cool, wind-free 
environment, such as your 
garage. Avoid storing the 
tree on the ground, as it may 


become frozen in place and 
difficult fo move without 


breaking the branches. 
Afresh cut should be made 
on the base of the

Unplanned gift buying 
_can ruin a home budget

Gift and present ex- 
penditures often fail to show 
up’in many family budgets 
and spending plans can eat 
away a considerable amount 
of income without you even 
beirlg aware of it. 

In addition to gifts 
themselves, the high cost of 
commercial cards, wrapping 
paper, ribbon and bows and 
postage can easily add $2 to 
$3 to what you spend on 
special remembrances. 

“As shopping for this year’s 
Christmas and Hanukkah 
gift-giving seasons gets 
under way, it is a good idea 
to make a detailed list of how 
Thuch you spend for gifts as 
well as wrapping supplies, so 
you can budget for them next 
year. 

In fact, it’s a good idea to 
keep such a tally for the 
whole year and add’ in ex- 
penses for party foods and 
decorations as well as 
flowers. That way, you can 
plan ahead for these. costs 
when you draw up your 1982 
budget. 

When drawing up a gift- 
Spending plan, ask yourself: 

— How many friends and 
relatives should be 
remembered? Should that 
remembrance include’ a 
present, card or party? 

-— How much money have I 


‘ spent on this occasion in the 


pafSt?'Was it too much or too 
little? 
— What extra expenses, 


‘such as wrapping materials, 


postage and flowers, need to 


be paid for, in addition to the 
gift or card. 

Once you see how much 
you've been spending, you 
may decide you want to cut 
back ‘your gift-giving ex- 
penditures, You can reduce 
gift expenses in any of the 
following ways:

By 
planning far enough ahead, 
you may be able to purchase 
most gifts at bargain prices. 

— Use your imagination in 
choosing gifts.

Seeks appeal to ruling on 
problem pregnancy agencies: 


“William |L.| Kempiners, 
director|of |the Illinois 
Department [of Public 
Health, has announced that 
he has. formally (asked 
Attorney General Tyrone 
Fahner to appeal the opinion 
of Judge|Prentice Marshall 
declaring the Problem 
Pregnancy | Act un- 
constitutional. 

The Problem Pregnancy 
Program has been in effect 
since 1979 and was designed 
to reduce the) high | infant 
mortality rate in Ilindis. 
Under the program, the 
Department of Public Health 
makes grant awards to npn- 
profit organizations who 
provide: medical assistance 
and counseling to pregnant 
women and their unborn 
children ‘who may |be 
medically at risk. Under the 
statute, agencies which offer 
abortion services| and 
counséling pre not eligible 
for the grants, and that] is 
unconstitutional, according 
to Judge Marshall. The act 
provides that, if any portion 
of the act is declared un- 
constitutional, the entire act 
is invalid. 

“From. a public health 
standpoint, it would be a real 
setback to lose | these 
programs,” Jempiners said. 
“One agency, for instance, 
operates in. a seven-county 
area in, Southern {llinbis 
which -has -been déclared 
medically underserved |by 
the federal» government 
That program provides the 
only medical care, hygiene, 


nutrition, and Bo coun- 
seling for thesp women. 
‘There are no hospitals in the 
area other than 4 small one 
located in C§iro. 
program arrénges for. 
hospital delivery! out of the 
area, when needed. 

“Other organizations 
provide residental’ and 
hospital ‘services for 
pregnant unwed, adolescents 
and one maintains a faculty 
for abused wonien who are 
pregnant. Although these 
organizations provide many 
fine services, none offers 
abortion services,’’ Kem- 
piners said. 

Judge Marshall held that 
support of such agencies 
unconstitutionally denies 
“pregnant women access to 
information, about abortion.
